Three Democratic membera of 
the committee will fle a minority 
report, probably recommending 
that no change be made in the 
Federal road law. 7 

The bill now provides for a Fed- 
eral Highway Commission of three. 
The members would be appointed by 
the President and would be paid 
$10,000 a year. The annual appro- 
priation of $100,000,000 to aid 
States in building roads would be 
continued with the specification 
that the sums allocated to the States 


The provision granting the corm. 
mission fina] authority the se- 
lectién of interstate road routes 
was retained despite Democratic op- 
position. The Democrats, however, 
gained insertion of a clause direct- 
ing the Federal commission to act 
“In. co-operation” with the States. 

States taking advantage of the 
Federal aid provided tn the bill are 
required to match Federal funds 
except in States having to exceed 
5 per cent of the tote] area in unh- 
appropriated publib lands, in which 
case the proportion of States funds 
would be decreased in proportion of 
such public lands. , 

The bill also would 
$6,000,000 for the next fiscal year 
and $10,000,000 for the succeeding 
year for forest roads in the States 
and Alaska.

— Lying in 
large sheds in the docks at Antwerp 
are thousands of coffins, the London 
Daily Graphic will say in its edi- 
tion tomorrow. They contain the 
bodies of American heroes, recov-. 
ered from the battlefields, as they 
are to be restored to relatives as 
soon as they can be shipped across 
the ocean,’ 

On plain, white-washed walls are 
hung wreaths sent by the ns, 
from the King and Queen to the 
humblest peasant. A solitary Bel- 
gian policem@gn guards the dead. He 
sees that no one touches even so 
much as a label on a wreath. — 

The American exhumation autho- 
rities have received strict instruc 
tions from the government regard- 
ing the handling of the dead. Dis- 
obedience of orders means instant 
dismissal for the offender. Each 
body lies In three cases, the Inner 
one metal, then a finished wooden 
coffin, and the outer, a thick, rough- 
wood box. 

From the time the body is ex- 
humed until ét arrives in America it 
must be handled separately. The 
coffins must not be laid on the 
ground but on wooden strips and 


never one on top of another. This 
makes tra rtation ai lengthy 
operation. 


All the dead have the same treat- 
ment at Antwerp.

ALIFORNIA’S PART IN WORLD | 
BUILDING. 

Just as the business barometer and in- 
dex line which tell the story of food and 
commodity price have been drawn downward 
during the past few months, so the business 
index line is going up. 

The trend of business is definitely fixed 
by @ scientific balancing of statistics and 
reports from many sources, and the story 
is more eccurately told in a simple graph 
or chart than by columns of explanation. 

The two lines are seldom in juxtaposi- 
tion. A year ago, when commodity prices 
were at their peak, the business index line 
touched its Jowest point. Since then the 
fall of the one and the rise of the other 
has told the tale of readjustment. 

The upturn is being made very gradually, 
and we should be grateful because of the 
absence of speed inclinations, for in the 
deliberate assimilation of surplus products 
and price revisions lies our safety and pro- 
tection from too sudden changes which 
might spell disaster. 

The business horoscopers are now pre- 
dicting a more rapid movement beginning 
in August, by which the period of change 
will be nearly over, the 1921 crops definite- 
ly accounted for and wage readjustments 
completed. 7 

Looming large tn the horizon is the ques- 
tion of foreign trade, upon which our con- 
tinued prosperity to a very large extent de- 
pends and the demoralization of which has 
been chiefly responsible for the deferred 
return to practical normality. 

Our part is not only to supply the goods 
to meet a foreign trade demand of imposing 
size, but to finance the business besides, 
and it is to accomplish this that the $100,- 
000,000 finance corporation was proposed 
by the American Bankers Association. 

- Les Angeles should be particularly inter- 

ested in the success of the new corpora- 
tion, for with two-thirds of the world’s popu- 
lation In the lands bordering the Pacific 
and with the concentration of the fleet fn 
these waters to give protection to our new 
merchant marine there appears to be a 
great opportunity to byild up on the Pacific 
Coast industries which will be for our trade 
what the factories of the North Central 
States and of New England are for Amer- 
ican trade in the Atlantic. 

It is obvious that if we on the Pacific 
ere to take advantage of our geographical 
position, cheap power must be provided, and 
cheap power in California means but one 
thing; that is, the development of hydro- 
electrics. 

Therefore, if Los Angeles and other Pa- 
cific Coast ports are to be anything other 
than transshipment points we must prepare 
to take our proper place, not only in world 
financing, but in world production, 

Europe must, first be financed. That will 
be partly accomplished if the finamce cor- 
poration is permitted to function. Then it 
will be up to us to supply our proportion 
‘of the manufactured commodities of which 
the Old World is in such dire need. ; 

California money must develop California 

industries and then California industries 
will develop a foreign trade with countries 
whose shores are kissed by our own Pecific, 
and as our own money brings into being 
our own power with which to manufacture 
our own products to be shipped in our own 
bottoms to our own markets the index line 
will move with greater celerity along the 
business map towards the port of normality, 
which simply megns a market stabilized 
by the law of supply and demand, with 
financial backing sufficient to insure the 
greatest freedom of exchange. :

Bhe can abolish our unique native prod- 
uct known as the American gunman and 
prevent his further use either for domestic 
or export purposes. 

Ghe can remove the reproach that human 
life is held cheaper in the United States 
thea in the less advanced countries of Bu- 


rope. 

Indeed, until] America does these things 
she cannot—without incurring the charge 
of hypocrisy—annmounce herself the evangel 
of universal peace. ; 

Facts, however unpleesant, ere facts and 
cannot be treated as fancies. 

During the last year more murders were 
committed in Chicago than in England. 
Seotiand and Wales combined. Six mur- 
ders were done in New York for every one 
in London. For the same period the United 
States totaled more deaths by violence than 
Britain, France and Italv. 

This cannot be because our people as a 
whole ere jess enlightened, less humane or 
less self-controlled than the peoples of Eu- 
rope. They are not. No nation et heart is 
more God-fearing or more jaw-ebiding. 

This cannot be ascribed to oer too large 
alien population. For, even in Italy, the 
home of the Black Hand aed similar organ- 
zations, the murder record falls far behind 
the figures of Chicago or New York. It is 
true, however, that the stilette lacks the 
killing efficiency of the six-shooter. 

This result canndt be attributed to strong 
drink. For the years of prohibition have 
brought po surcease in the melancholy po | 
lice reports. And the countries that have 
falied te catch up with us in the crimes-of 
violence race are all drinking countries. 

We cannot attribute this sad state of af- 
fairs to the inefficiency of our police force. 
For the American police is as courageous 
and as well-trained as any tm the world. 
Jts members generally are of a far higher 
type than in countries where crime is less 


rampant. | 

Nor can it be due entirely to the bad in- . 
fluence of uncensored films. For demoraliz- 
ing screen pictures are equally numerous

We all regret the horrible bloodshed 
brought about by the ambitions of the war 
lords. But is not the shedding of innocent 
blood in our own cities by our own citizens 
equally deplorable? 

If we cannot perform the smaller opera- 
tion at home, how can we hope to accom- 
plish the greater one abroad? | 

For this minor operation is fairly simple. 
We. can proceed at once to disarm the 
American gunman without arranging con- 
ferences with Great Britain or Japan or 
having to wait on the tiresome harangues 
of Senator Borah. . 

We can recognize the gunman to be as 


undesirable a citizen as the old saloon drink- - 


er. For is not a revolver in the hands of 
a thug as deadly as a shot of whisky in the 
stomach ef a drunkard? — 

Why not declare illegal possession of a 
gun as heinous an offense as the illegal pos- 
session of a bottle? " 

Perhaps if we made the deadly hip gun 
as hard to procure as the deadly hip flask 
we should at last really see that emptying 
of the jails and penitentiaries for which 
reformers have so long eagerly yearned and 


F so far labored in vain. 


Certainly it would reduce the long list of 
killings and crimes of violence. At any 
rate, the experiment is worth trying. It 
has worked well in London. Why not ia 
New York and Los Angeles? 


S JAZZ CRIMINAL? 

It was a very good sign of a rennaie- 
sance in art when our great and busy City 
of the Angels paused in the midst of its 
business and pleasure to devote a week to 
music. We note, too, that it was “music,” not 
“jazz.” The undertaking showed that’ we 
are not utterly and hopelessly degenerate 
as we feared we were becoming when liv- 
img under the horrible blare of demon-in- 
fested trombones and other “bones” and 
brasses. One would feel more placid in a 
jungle of wild beasts than under its bane- 
ful influence. Its soulless notes sound like 
a wild orgy of crazy elementals and really 
incite to crime. One feels like shooting 


somebody or staging a Wild West hold-up or 


even joining the anarchists or Bolsheviki 
when listening to its bedlam jumble of cha- 
otic noise. It impels to crime and yet, after 
living under its din for the past years, we 
wonder why it is necessary to increase our 
police force and create investigating boards 
and committees, purity equads and various 
reforming agencies for the putting down of 
vice and improving the community morals. 

Possibly there is a correliation between 
our queer and morbid manifestations and 
our jaszy-jazz. It is a well-known fact 
that music has a great power over a na- 
tion’s cheracter. Plato and Aristotle recog- 
nized this. They teught thet the influence 
of music in a nation was of pre-eminent 


consequence—that its character indicated 


the type of its people. It has been suggest- 
ed by a certain author thet the change 
from the military music of fifty years 4 
to the rag-time of the present age may 
responsible for a laxity of morals and ir- 
reverence. 

At this point one might esk whether the 


recent music-fest was really a sign of re 


turning sanity or only a beautiful dream in 
the wild fever. Was our beloved Los An- 
geles experimenting in the psychology of 
music or merely amusing herself? With 
the comet rapidly approaching and the 
weather map jazzing in the most absurd 
manner, so that we begin to wonder wheth- 
er we are living in Southern California or 
Chicago, we are prepared to endure almost 
anything. We were settling down under 
our various effiictions with a dogged deter- 
mination to see the play through if ft killed 
us—the jazz being a part of the “play.” 


Then suddenly—when it seemed as though 
the price we were paying for consenting to 


be born on this wobbly planet was too high 
—we catch strains of long-forgotten melody. 
Oratorio—can it be true?—-symphony and 
sonata, nocturne apd pastorale! Visions of 
a classic age arise through the mists and 


fogs and we visualize a wonderful art cen- 


erem 


ter when ft will no longer be an extraordi- 
nary happening to hear the strains of Bee- 
thoven’s “Moonlight Sonata” or a Chopin 
“Nocturne” issuing from our city homes. 
We sighed for the classic dissonance which 
our trained “fibers of Corti” demand, and 
instead we have been tormented with the 
dissonance of jazz without the quality of 
technique or tone color. It tg discord with- 
out excuse, a crude disturbance of rhythmic 
currents most distressing to a sensitive in- 
telligence. Whenever we are compelled to 
listen to its screeching bedlam we are fully 
and painfully convinced that some emotion- 
al and mental wheels and screws are loose 
in our present-day civilization. 


We have fondly hoped that our beautiful 
City of the Angels would become a music 
and art center and it seems not improbable 
now that our dream may be realized—with 
jazz in temporary Iimbo. We are quite sure 
to have music of some kind, but of what 
kind? Our progress and culture depend 
upon the quality of our music—upon the 
quality of all our arts, but of music pre- 
eminently. Debased arts precede a na- 
tion’s decay—we might almost say it is 
ushered in by them, They represent per- 
verted sentiment and unhealthy emotion, 
the wild clamoring of lawless instincts and 
baser passions. They indicate slow disso- 
lution, death. True music stimulates the 
vital centers; it brings life and harmonious 
adjustment to the whole being. Modern 
science is beginning to ize its value 
as a therapeutic agent and (ts interrelation 
with light, color, geometric forms and sym- 
bols—in short, with science itself. When 
we have passed beyond the commercializ- 
ing stage of our arts we shall learn much 
more of the deep and wonderful signifi- 


cance of music to our daily life and thought. 


When we fully grasp the possibilities in- 
herent in the production of tone-colors and 
tone-symbhols—symbols used in higher math- 
ematics—we shall begin to realize what 
music really is. ‘ 
It was gratifying to have even a week 
of real music in exchange for our criminal 
jazz. It is comforting also to think that we 
may be restored to sanity by a simple 
change in polarity. The swing of the pendu- 
lum back to the higher ideals might heve 
been attended with ter commotion. In 
the light of recent reforming campaigns we 
tremble to think of what might possibly 
have been our fate had not some good angel 
suggested “music week” for Los Angeles. 
That gave us a breathing spell, changed the 
vibrations somewhat and afforded a chance 
to rest from our jazz. We realize that a 
return of real music and song is a neces- 
sary and important step in the attempt to 
avert race degeneracy, but we confess to a 
choice in the methods used. We have been 
so surfeited with amendments, legislative 
bulletins, drives and all the other parapher- 
nalia of our wonderful modern system of 
making the outward man over that we 
shiver with foreboding when an ideal is men- 
tioned. We might even have been subjected 
to enother “reforming wave.” Possibly 
that is why we have endured our jazs end 
rag 60 Jong in sublime patience. Or was 


‘It cowardice instead of patience—the dread 


of stirring something up—the feeling that 
we “would rather bear those ills we have 
than fly to others that we know not of?” 
We know that jazz and morals do not go 
together, for jazz is a perversion. We also 
realize that one cannot remain poised un- 
der its baneful influence, and as for the 
development of higher intelligence, one 
might as well seek it in a foolish-house es 
in @ jasz-crazed community. 

The vibrations are already changed and 
it may not be so easy for jazz to return. 
Therefore, in the interests of sanity and 
health, morals and character-building, reli- 
gion and culture, let our music week length- 
en into a music month and @ music year! 
After that we need not worry about our 
fate as a nation. .

IS AMERICA NOW 
GOING HIGHBROW? 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 
WASHINGTON (D. C.) June 12.— 
That Americans, since the war, 
have been reading more books and 
better books than they did before, is 
an assertion for which a great deal 


_of support can be found. 


The reports of book sales show 
that the typical popular novel, sen- 
timental and romantic, no longer 
sells in enormous numbers, as it did ; 
a few years ago, but that several 
substantial classes of books are sell- 
ing in much greater numbers than 
lally is this true of nov- 
els of a better class, both domestic | 
and imported, of technical and vo- 
cational books, of books about the 
Peace Conference and the state o 
the world generally, and of trave 


books. 

the Boston Publie Li- 
brary recently a much 
larger circulation of books for 1920 
than for 1919, and it aleo reported 
that books of a better class were in 
demand, thus confirming what the 
sales records show. 

The American woman is the great 
reader of fiction. The candy-fed 
flapper of a few years ago revelled 
in sugary tales of love and marriage, | 
in which everything was sweet and 
beautiful and happy. She had led 
a soft life, and saw no reason why 
it should not continue to be a dream 
of luxury and cententment. Then 
perhaps she went into war work, 
work- 
er, saw death and misery. Perhaps 
her own flance or brother was a vic- 
tim of the war. If she has an ounce 
of imagination, that Vs taste in 
literature will have c ed. Life 
no longer looks so sweet and simple. 
She sees that it is complicated and 
even terrible in spets. She wants 
truth rather than pipe dreams. And 
what ts true of her is even more 
true of the man who bore a part of 
the fight. He is not so often a read- 
er of fiction. Whet he has gained 
usually is a sense of the economic 
and social problems that burden the 
human race. He often becomes an 
eager reader of books which discuss 
these problems, and ‘there have been 
many such since the war, a few of 
them reaching large circulations— 
circulations such as books on ece- 
nomics and politics never before ob- 
tained in this country. 

The man back from the war is 
often in search of a new cecupation, 
too. His old place is net open te 
him, or his ideas have changed; he 
aims at something higher. This man 
is an eager reader of beoks on 
technical and vocational subjects. 

Perhaps the greatest change which 
may be noted is that the American 
people are no longer so proud of 
their own country, and that 
are more and more willing te read 
books which criticise or satirize it. 
A little glance backward ig neces- 
sary to appreciate the significance 
and extent of this change. 

Americans have always been 
taught and have tended to believe 
that the United States possesses 
the greatest civilization on earth, 
and that if not perfect, it is never- 


theless nearly se. This fesling srew 


after the Civil War. with the new 
national] consciousness which sprang 
inte being at that time. It grew 


. still more after the war with Spain. 


when the United States won an easy 
vigiory over an old European nation 
ar*i thereby became a world power. 


' Until the last few years, American 


writers have never criticised Ameri- 
can civilization or American soelety 


am a whole. The tone of our liters- 


ture has always been one of self- 
congratulation. What criticiam we 
have had has come from abroad and 
was very badly received, Matthew 
Arnold, the famous British c¢ 
wrote a very fair account of Amefri- 
can civilization, setting forth its 
faults with great insight. His book 
was received with rage in this ceun- 
try and he was loudly denounced. 
The same treatment was accorded 
a number of other foreigners who 
tried to write their honest opinions 
of America.’ 

Now this criticism from sbroad 
has largely ceased. We have been 
visited in the past few years by more 
foreign authors than ever before in 
our histery, but mest of them have 
not criticised us at all, and those 
whe have done so, have used the 
utmost caution and politeness. The 
reason for this is that we meas 
money to foreign authors. Lectur- 
ing'in this country has become their 
tavorite methed of making a fortune. 
And the American market for thetr 
books steadily grows, Nobody is ge- 
ing to make fun of the fat bey as 
long ag he hag the candy. 

But the fat boy is beginning to 
make fun of himself. Although most 
of our soldiers came back from the 
war singing the praises of home, yet 
some of them seem to have realized 
that in seme respects European 
efvilization is ahead of ours. Then, 
too, the disillusionment which has 
followed the war, because it did not 
accomplish any of the high idealistic 
purposes for which it was ostensibly 
fought, hes doubtless intensified 
this critical attitude. At any rate, 
for’the first time beoks have been 
written by Americans and read by 
Americans which criticise 
sharply and even bitterly. One 
novel which is a satire on small- 
town life in America has become 
a best seller. Five years age our 
novels always represented the Amert- 
can small town as an idyiiie picture 
of sweet content. A certain critic, who 
regards American democracy a 
failure and the American civiliza- 
tion as the most backward among 
the great powers, has achieved since 
the war a popularity such es per 
haps no can tic ever ore 


enjoyed.
